A DRIZZLING DELUGE, 


Six and a Half Inches of Rainfal 
in Thirty-Four Hours.

Unparalleled Rain--River Rising 
Six Inches an Hour. 


North St. Louis Partialiy Submerged 
--Railroad Tracks Under Water. 


Travel Delayed—The Streets 
and Parks. 


Accident at the St. Charles Bridge—East 
St. Louis and Brooklyn—Rain 
Everywhere. 


The steady downpour of rain commencing 
shortly after midnight on Sunday morning and 
lasting uvtil noon to-day has been -the most 
remarkable ever knownin this section of the 


occurred here and eisewhere which, while 
they lasted, were heavier, but the steady 
Grizzle which has continued for most 


of the thirty six hours just past, has covered 
alarger area and inundated a larger tract 
ofcountry than any raintall ever known in 
the United States. The indications are that, 
aithough a cessation of the rain bas ensued, 
theendis not yet reached. At the Signal 


Service - Office the reports at 12 -m. are 
that general heavy rains are indicated for to- 
dayin the basinot the Ohio and Lower Mis- 
sissippi Kivers during the passage to the 
nortpeastward ef the storm center in Arkan- 


sas und the Indian Yerritory. The 
area of the heaviest rainfall ex- 
tends from the southwest corner 


of Missouri, through Missouri, Ohio, Indiana, 
hentucky, lowa and asmall portion of the 
southeastern corner ot hansas. 
THE TOTAL KAINFALL 
forthe thirty-four hours elapsaing between 
12:30 on Sunday morning and 11:30a. m.to-day 
averages six and one-half inches. The largest 
previous average ever recorded in any one 
section ofthe earth was three and one-half 
inches, Prof, Loomis, of Yale College, whose 
work on meteoroloxy is regarded as the 
highest authoritv on the subject, several 
years ago, in conjunction with an eminent 
French scientist, made a calculation as to 
the possible rainfall curing the tamous scrip- 
tural period of forty days. The calculation 
was based upon the known conditions of the 
atmosphere and the area of the earth. Pro- 
fessor Loomis and bis colleague arrived at the 
conclusion that the very greatest rainfall 
that couJd by any possibility have occurred 
during the forty days of Noah’s vovavein 
tbe ark was oniv three and one- 
half inches, ol onlv a littie more 
than half“he amount that has come down 
Since midnight on Sunday, so that if the 
present rainfall were to continue for forty 
days and forty nights it would nearly double 
in destructiveness and depth the flood of the 
Scriptures. 
THE LEVEE AND RIVER. 

Early this morning thesteamboatmen began 
to regard the river with feelings of alarm, 
and vefore ]0 O’clock the clerks were busily 
engaged in sending notices to the business 
houses that all freight and merchandise along 
the levee should be removed atonce, as the 
encroachments oft the water were = rapidly 
accumulating. A majority of those notified 
acted promptly, but a few were caught by the 
incoming tides and a large amount “of zoods 
was deluged. Ola Hunter Ben Jenkins gazed 
in astonishment at the rapidly rising river 
and declared he had never experte ne edd any- 
thing similar tothe present rise curing this 
season of the year. Fortwenty-four hours end- 
ing at 10 0’clock this morning, tine river had 

‘adually risen at the raie of six inches an 

our, butfrom 10 o’clock until 12:30 thevise 
was figured attwofeet. Boats landing atthe 
wharf after 10 © ‘clock found the gangways 
from the wharfboats suddenly covered with 
water, and the mate of the City of Providence 
said his gangway was rendered useless before 
it could be removed. 

The actual damage tothe shipping interests 
can scarcely be estimated. At the wharf of 
the Keokuk Northern Line Packet Com 
pany the river rushed upon 150 Sacks of timo- 
thy seed and almost submerged them before 
men could be emplovea to “undertake their 
removal. The seed was consigned to Bil ings- 
iey, Nanson & Co. and to Housman, Annon & 
Oo. and will resuit in the joss of 
aout seventy-five sacks, rendered = use- 
leas by the water. At the St. Louis and 
Vicksburg whart there were 750 sacks of cot- 
ton seed, consigned to Robert B. Brown & 
Co., oil manufacturers. The river struck the 
stand of sacks like a whirlwind, avnod aimost 


nalf were swept away bythe c¢ urkent. lining 
the river bank for several blocks. Tbe firm 
expect to recover avout 3500 sacks. At the 


wharf Charies Luehrmann had 50,000 
but prompt action saved .it 
from the flood.

Tne whavf-boats are ail busy hauling 
in and a watch along the entire landing will 
be kept tu-night. 
THE STREETS. 
The sidewalks and street crossings all over 
town have been washed ciean, but the center 
of the streets is a mass otf mud and slush. 
The street car tracks have assumed the char- 
acter of gullies, and the water has been 
rushing in a stream ever since Sunday morn- 
. The parks, which usually present an in- 
iviting appearance even in the depth of win- 
ter, and which have already begun to take on 


a look of spring-time freshness, 
are ” dreary spectacie to-day. 
The walks and drives encio-ed by 


their ornamental curbing have becoiwe smail 
creeks, and the benches and summer bouses 
willbe damp aud uncomfortable for some 
time to come. Considerabie damage has been 
occasioned by the rain at Tower Grove Park, 

several of the pretty foot bridges which cross 
the ornamenta! brooklets having been carried 
away by the flood. The appearance of the 
southwestern partot the city is most cheer- 
lesa. Along the route of the 
Union Depot railroad sidewalks and 
the front yards of houses are covered 
a foot 4d with water. Tne numerous brick-

It 
was not disputed until the Legislature had by 
an actapproved April 18, 1877, attempted to 
detach St. Louis county from the Eighth 
Judicial Circuit and attach itto the Nineteenth. 
But by nothing in this act was any attempt 
made to change any law specialiy applicable 
to the city and county. The Constitution ol 
"75, art. 4, sec. 24, had shortly before declared 
that the State, except as other- 
wise providea in this Constitution, 
shall be divided into convenient Cireuits df 
contignous counties, and in obedience to this 
the General Assembly, by this act, re-dls- 
trictecd the whule State and made this with 
other changes. Could they make it? The 
Constitution also proposed a plan for the sep- 
aration of the city from the county of St. Lou- 
is. Among other things it provided, ‘Within 
thirty days thereafter the City Council and 
County Court shall submit such scheme to the 
qualified voi. r: of the whole county ana such 
charter to the qualified voters of the city so 
enlarged at an election.’ If the 
General Assemblv could district the county 
from this the Eighth and make it a part 
of the Nineteenth Circuit was this Eighteenth 
section abrogated by that provi-ioa of the 
Constitution here quoted? It was not until 
March 6, 1881, that the Legislature repealed 
this provision. Onthat day an act was ap 

proved which had for its object the abolition 
of the local restriction of the right to change 
of venue and the repeal ot this entire section. 
But this act was recently held 
to be unconstitutional by the Supreme 
Court. State vs. Kring, not yet reported. The 
law, therefore,which governs this application 
stands to day as it stood prior to the approval 
of the actof March 26, 1881. The announce- 
ment may be somewhat startling, but Il am 
compelled by conviction to hold that the 
jurisdiction of this court througbout the city 
and county of St. Louis is unimpaired, and 
that it exists now as fuily as it was origl- 
nally given in 1855. A mere glance at the 
several provisions of the Constitution bearing 
on the subjectis pelieved to be sufficient to 
establish the proposition beyond controversy. 
Was it within the power of the Legislature to 
take St. Louis county from the kishth and 
add it te the Nineteenth Judicial Circuit? If 
it was not, it will be conceded thatthe county 
is still subject to the jurisdiction of the court. 
If it could, the county may or may not be still 
& Dart of the territory subject to this 
jurisdiction. By a forced and unnatural con- 
struction the General Assembiv, inattempting 
to detach the county from the Eighth Judicial 
Circuit, read that both the jurisdiction and 
territorial circuit were to continue, until al- 
tered or ended by an act of theirs. This is 
manifestly and absolutely untenable. Now, 
tnecity of St. Louistis not acounty. And yet 
the act Of Aprii 18, 1877, declares that the 
Kighth Judicial Circuit shall be composed ot 
the city ot St. Louisalone. If thecity of St. 
Louis is nota couury within the meaning of 
the Conetitution, has the Leyislature con- 
structed a judicial circuit of something not a 
county, Orits aticmpt to do so isa nullity? 


Only one conclusion can be arrived at, 
and that is that the ctty and 
cuunty of St. Louis is one judicial 


circuit, made so by the Constitution}itself, not 
temporary, vut fur wil time, and that the 
General Assembly baad no powerto make it 
otherwise.’’ 

The eftect of this decision on the lawyers 
wus elevtiic ui d beCame more severe as they 
tuvugut Over it. 
result of the Supreme Court decision in the 
Krivg Cuse. says that tne 
city and country is one district 
and the itiaw provides that a jury in 
every criminal case sbail be seiected trom the 
distiict. Now all the juries tor years 
were taken from the city, which is only a part 
ot the circuit. Ward, Erb, Baber, Kotovsky 
and Ellis were tried by juries selected from 
the city, while they shouid be tried by their 
peers from both city and county. On 
the County Courtthe effect is disastrous. 
All the convicts who were tried by Judge Ed- 
wards are confined illegally, as they had no 
jurisdiction in the cases.

WORDS MISUSED. 


Some That Should Never Be Used and 
Others Commonly Misplaced. 
From the Examiner. 


In the category of words that should never 
be used come first misformed words, as “lit”? 
for lighted; ‘‘plead’”’ as tne past participle of 
the verb ‘‘to plead,’’ iustead of pleaded; 
“proven” for proved, a form now obsolete 
except in the Scotch verdict of “not proven.’ 
These are what might be termed grammati- 
cal errors, but they are very common among 
those who pass for fair writers and educated 
men. Less venial faults are the use of such 
vulgarisms as *‘on to’? for on or upon, which 
is becoming increasirgivy frequent among 


careless writers, and whose blood has not run | 


cold at reading advertisements in our re- 
ligious papers of baptismal *‘pants,’’ to be 
worn, Wwe suppose, by those’ reverend 
“cents’’ who minister weekly “‘in our midst,” 
preuch “lengthy” sermons that ‘‘enthuse”’ 
ihneir hearers, and are generally reputed to 
be “‘reliable”’ men whose acts will never 
‘jeopardize’ the good name of their flocks, 
aibeit they sometimes have a “‘helpmeet” or 
“helpmate’’ or “companion” or “lady’’— 
that 1s to say, a wife—whose words and acts 
need to be judged with great “leniency’’? 
There! ‘**At one fell swoop’? we have rep- 
robated all but three of the words and 
phrases condemned by Mr. Ayres tbat we 
are now considering. No well-bred man 
willever speak of such a garment as bis 
**pants,’”? nor will he call his wife anything 
but his wife. ‘“‘Helpmect’’ is a stupid word, 
as has often been pvinted out, and owes its 
existence to acareless perversion of Gene- 
sis ii., 18: “Ll will make him an heipmeet (i. e., 
suitandie, fit) for him,’ and “*helpmate’”’ is a 
still stupider perversion of ‘thelpmeet.” If 


we are to say “lengthy,” why not “strengthy”’? | 


and besides, our good old friend “long’’ wil! 
answer every purpose. Wesay “leniency,’’ 
when lenity expresses the same shace of 
meaning. Why add so clumsya word as 
‘“icopardize” to the Janguage when “‘jeopard” 
is already there for the sume purpose? Why 
use the iil-formed word “reliable’’ (which 
should be re!y-upon-able, to mean what is 
intended), when we have trustworthy and 
creditable? “‘Enthnuse’’ is one of those hor- 
ribly i!!-formed words whose mere pronun- 
ciation is their condemnation inthe mind of 
one who has enough acquaintance with the 
history and genius of the ijanguage to be 
quslibed to express any opinien on ine sub- 
ject, while “in our midst” is‘a careless way 
of saying ‘“‘ia the midst of us,’’ which is in- 
tellizibie Engiish. 

The three other words that Mr. Ayres 
would proscribe are ‘‘preventative,”’ a 
clumsy and useless substitute for preventive: 
“eraduate,’’ as anactive intransitive verb (a 
student does not *“graduate’’ from college; 
the coilege graduates him—i. e., admits him 
to its gradus, and the student, therefore, is 
graduated); and ‘‘mistaken” in such sen- 
tences as **You are mistaken” (when what 
the speaker meansis,‘‘You do not under- 
stand me’’) for ‘*You mistake.’”’ To Mr. 
Ayre’ list should be added, we think, such 
non-Eoglish words as anent, auditorium, 
bogus, nonce, taboo, tapis; such slangy words 
as **disgruntied,’” which is afavorite word 
in the politician’s vocabulary, and “resur- 
rect,”? which is used as a verb in many a ser- 
mun; euch misformations as “gubernatorial”? 
and “‘post-graduate’’—how can one graduated 


from a collece and thus Sa 
graduate’ ever become a ‘‘post-gradu- 
ate’? One should write, “fA graduates’ 


course of study,’’ or ‘fa post-graduation 
course of study,’’ the former having the 
preference. We assume that no reader of 
the Examiner needs to be warned avainst 
any such pedantic words as “‘authoress” and 
*poetess;’? such vulgarisms as ‘crank,’ 
which the Guiteau trial has made se com- 
mon; or such a wrong-headed idiom as “dif- 
ferent 1to,’’ of which some English writers 
are so fond. Ifthey do need any warning, 
we beg of them to eschew each and all of 
these words. And we are inclined to add to 
the list *“‘donate”’ and “‘donation,’’ which are 
at least unnecessarv while we have so many 
words as ‘*‘give,” “grant,” “bestow,” “‘pre- 
sent,’”? and their substantives, to express the 
same idea. 

Words used in wrong senses fall naturally 
into several classes, first among which are the 
words sometimes called “reporters’ English,” 
words misused because they are thought to 
sound fine. Examples of this misuse of words 
are: “Apprehend,”’ when the writer means 
merely “*tbhink;” ‘*condign” in such a phrase 
as “condign punishment,” when the writer 
means severe punishment; ‘‘casualtv”’ for 
accident; “predicate’’ for declare, and the 
like. Some writers never begin anything; 
they always “inaugurate” or “initiate,” or, 
at the very best, *‘commence” it; if a speaker 
or singer is well received by his audience, he 
receives an ‘‘ovation;” if a man is kind- 
hearted he is called a ‘“*humanitarian’’ 
a believer only in the human 


iL, @- 
ay of Christ, which is to 
attribute a grave heresy to a man 


under pretext of complimenting him; and if 
one of this ilk goes to church he always speaks 
of itas the “‘sanctuary.”” We exhort all who 
read this article to eschew these and all simi- 
Jar errors. Whatever you may say in the free- 
dom of conversation, when you take your 
pens use plain words to express plain mean- 
ings. If you mean granted, don’t say “‘ac- 
ecorded;’’ if a speaker bas talked for fifteen 
mintes on a subject, don’t say thathe ‘*‘a)- 
luded” to it, which means merely to touch 
and pass by a topic; if you mean think, don’t 
say “consider,” which denotes the careful 
weighing of athing; don’t say “residence”? 
for house, “‘individual’’ for person, “‘portion” 
for part, **purchase”’ for buv, and be chary of 
“vicinity” for neighborhood. In short, don’t 


si . 

Allied to this class of errors is that careless 
and «langy use of words which results from 
an effort to be colloquial and easy in writing. 
It is not easy to be familiar without becoming 
Vulgar, but the art can be learned in writing 
as well as in social intercourse. Careful 
writers will avoid all such phrases as the fol- 
lowing; ‘*Balance’’ for remainder, “bouna” 
for determined, ‘‘claim’’ for assert, “‘indorse” 
for approve, ‘‘loan” for lend, “own” for con- 
fess. A very common kind of mistake is the 
misuse of »mall words through mere careless- 
Ness; ak, & cay “lease”? where fewer is meant, 
or use “such” forso, This list might be 
indefinitely increased. 

There also a ciless of misused words, all 
too COMMMGn, that are positively vulgar. Un- 
der this B@ad, of course, comes al! slang, of 
which ell-bred man ought to be guilty 
unde sircumstances. To slang may be 
words as these: “and” in phrases 
nd do;”’ “apt’”* used for likely; 
mbinations like ‘‘he has got a fur- 
aithy” for wholesome(lobsters are 
thy, but they are considered un- 
;fcompanion” for wife ; “female” 
“lady” tor woman or wife (these 
the superiatives of vulgarity);

. Still another class of misused words are 
misem ployed in such ways as to leave room 
for the charitable inference that the writer is 
ignorant of their real meaning. When one 
uses “alternative,” the preposition “between” 
and the conjunctions “*both-and” or “‘neither- 
nor” to refer to more than two objects, it is 
evident that he is guilty of nothing worse than 
gross orance, ‘The same conclusion fol- 
lows when one calls two objects a ‘*couple” 
when the two objects are not united by any 
sort of bond. Ic is doubtful whether pair 
should not also be restricted to two objects so 
united.” “Distinguished” is often wrongly 
used by those who are not accustomed to dis- 
criminate between two words of similar 
meaning.

A WOMAN IN DISGUISE. 


She Got Higher Wages Wben Dressed as 
a Man. 


New York Special to Chicago Tribune. 


A person who seemed to be a boy, but who 
really was a woman, was brought into the 
Tombs Police Court to-day on the charge of 
personating a male. After her arrest her 
room was searched, and there was found a 
large number of letters from young _ ladies 
residipgin this and adjoining States, and 
couched in the most affectionate terms, evi- 
dently baving been written under the impres- 
sion that the prisoner was a man. It ap- 
peared from this correspondence that the 
realname of the prisoner was Jennie F. 
Westbrook, alias Sinclair, anadthat she had 
formerly resided in the house of Miss dH.

Even 
the veteran detective, Holly Lyons, and Mr. 
William Heily, the sporting men, who eat 
their meals in the restaurant, attributed the 
apparent effeminacy of the waiter toconsump- 
tion, aud never dreamed that the polite young 
man Who waited on them was a woman in 
disguise. In Thompson’s she received a 
salarv of $2 a week and her board. Receiv- 
ing an offer of higher wages in Ridley’s dry- 
good-store,she worked there for two months, 
still passing for a man. From there she 
went into the employ of Mr. Sidney Moun- 
ter, the hassock manufacturer, of White 
street, and became bisconfidential clerk and 
collector. Only yesterday afternoon she was 
in company with Mr. Mounter in a promi- 
nent saloon, and discussed the Ryan and Sul- 
livan prize-fight among a crowd of sporting 
men with the greatest sang froid, drinking 
ale and smoking cigars until the party broke 
up. She was committed to the Island,in de- 
fault of bail, for six months. Her oniv ex- 
planation was that she dressed in man’s 
clothing because she could get better wages 
and employmentthan if she dressed as a 
woman.

Houses Built of Cotton. 
Colonies and India. 

Of all substances apparently the least likely 
to be used inthe construction of a fireproof 
building, cotton woudd, perhaps, take the 
first rank aid paper the second; and yet Doth 
these materials are actusliy being emploved 
forthe purpose indicated, and théir use will 
probably extend. Compressed paper pulp is 
successfully used in the manufacture of doors, 
wall panelings and for similar purposes, with 
the result that all risk of warping and crack- 
ing is obviated, while increased. lightness is 
attained and thefear of dry-rot is forever 
banished. Papier-mache, after having served 
a useful purpose in an unobstructive man- 
ner for years asa muierial for small trays, 
paper-knives and other such light articles, 
has now suddenly assumed astill more im- 
portant position in the industriai world. A 
still more sudden and striking advance has 
been made in the employment of cotton as a 
building material. preparation 
called celluloid, in which cotton is a 
ieading ingredient, hus been used lately asa 
substitute forivory in the manufacture of 
such articles as billiard-balls and paper-cut- 
ters, and now a Canadian manufacturer has 
invented a process by which compressed cot- 
ton may be used, not merely for doors and 
window-frames, but for the whole facade of 
large buiidings. The enormous and increas- 
ing demand for paper for its normal uses as a 
printing and writing material prevents the 
extended use of papier mache as a building 
material, fer which it is so well suited in so 
many ways; but the production of cotton is 
practically unlimited, and there seems to be 
a large field available for its use in its new ca- 
pacity as a substitnte for bricks—or at least 
plaster—and wood. Treated with certain 
chemicals and compressed, it can be made 
perfectly tire-proof and as hard as stone, ab- 
solutely air and damp-proof; anda material 
is thus produced udmirably adapted for the 
lining—internal or external—of buildings of 
which the shell may or may not be construct- 
ed of other material, while it easily lends 
itself to decorative purposes.

THE COLUMBIA LIFE. 


Rulings inthe Suit;Against the Life Associa- 
tivn. 


Judge Thayer to-day overruied the motion 
of Mutual Receiver Bent seeking payment of 
one-half of the funds due the Columbia es- 
tate in the hands of the Superintendent of In- 
surance, in charge of the Life Asso- 


ciation estate. Capt. Bent quoted an 
agreement for payment to the Mutual of a pro 
rata svare of the fund due the Columbia from 
the Life Association funds. The court like- 
wise ruled twu-day on several points in 
the suit of the Columbia Receiver against 
the Life Association. This controversy in- 
volved the transfer of assets by the 
Columbia Company to the Life Asso- 
ciation ata time when the latter company 
was largely indebted to the former; the as- 
signment of policies whenthe Columbia was 
hopelessly insolvent and the seheme adopted 
with the view of hindering, defrauding 
and delaying the Oolumbiu’s creditors. 
The court says: ‘‘Mv conclusion therefore 
onthe whole case is that the first, second, 
third and fourth paragraphs of the amended 
petition moved tobe stricken out do not con- 
tain a statement of facts showing that tne 
transfer ot assets-complained of was void un- 
der the insurance law. They do not 
amount to a substantive cause of action 
as facts tending to support the charge that 
the transfer was intended to defrand the 
creditors; they are merely evidential and 
need not nave veen pleaded. The motion as 
to the paragraphs will be sustained,and over- 
ruled as to the residue.’’ 


STOCK SUBSCRIPTIONS.

The Ceurt Holds Valid Ante-Corporate Sig- 
natures to stock. 


JudgeAdams deeided to-day the case of 
Calvin Haskell sgainst Miles Sells. The suit 
was filed by the assignee of the MissouriCotton 
Seed Oil Company to recover ona stock sub- 
scription made by Mr. Selis in contemplation 
of incorporation of the above company. 


It was dnly organized September 27, 1879. 
Mr. Sells did not sign the certificate, and took 
no active part in the organization. Soon after 


-commencing business operations the board 


called for payment of the stock subscrip- 
tions in full. it seems that Mr. 
Sells made some kind of private ar- 
rangement with the projector of the companv 
that he snould have sixty days to accept or 
decline stock in the new enterprise. After his | 
name appeared on the subscription list, how- 
ever,several subscribers were had solely on the 
faith of his name figuringin the concern. The 
court rules that subscriptions to compahies 
contemplating incorporation are valid, 9nd 
that the assignee is entitled te recover on tis 
stock $1,000 and $25 64 interest, 


LANDLORD AND TENANT. 


An Importacat Ruling as to Notice on In- 
creased Rental. 


Judge Thayer to-day rendered a decision of 
importance to landiords and tenants. The 
cause wasthatof M. V Burt against J..A. 
Sudbrough, a landlord’ 8 suit for possession of 
premises. Thetenancy was pursuant to oral 
agreement, $20 per month, payable the 


15th of each month. On Junel, last year, the 
landlord notified the tenant that one month 
later the rent would be $25 per month, and 
that unless notified to the contrary it would 
be taken for granted thatthe tenant would 
stand the increase. It seems, how- 
ever, that the regular pay day, 
June 15, the tenant informed the landiord that 
he would not pay the increasea rent. The 
landlord did not give him any noticeto quit, 
and he continued in posseszion of the house, 
paying only the original figure as it fell due 


monthig. The court holds that 
the landlord cannot recover. It’ was 
acase where ‘‘sttence gave consent.’’ The 


tenant said on pav-daythat he would notstand 
any increase, and the lanclord was silent. In 
order torecover he should then and there 
have given the tenant 'a month’s notice to 
quit. 


A Prosperous Italian Colony. 

Rev. N. Orfei, pastor of the Italian Church 
on South Sixth street, is very jubilant over the 
succes of the colony which he has established 
in Arkansas, about forty-five miles 
from Little Rock. In the spring 
of 1880, Father Orfei, who had been long con- 


sidering the feasibility of an It*slian colony, 
visited Arkansas, and at last purchased 40,000 
acres slora the line of the Little Rock and 


Fort Smith Railroad. The iocation was 
well : dapted tor a colony, and 
soon a large part of the land 


was taken,mwany colonists going from St.Louis. 
The colony was called Orfeiville, in honor of 
the founder. The Rev. Father has just re- 
ceived -word that the settlement, which 
was previously in a flourishing con- 
dition, has received unexpected augment. 
Signors Antonio Gaspari, Svagiano Yanes and 
Lorenz® Vecchioni have Deen visiting Arkan- 
sas, and have just made a purchase ot 40,000 
acres adjoining Orfviville. The committee are 
Tyrolese, and they expect by next 
fall to have settled several thou+and of their 
countrymen on the land. Churches and 
schools are being erected, and the Italian 
colony oi Arkansas p:omises to be the most 
prosperous in the country.

The Number of Inmates of Murder- 
ers’ Row.

Circuit Attorney Harris Thinning Out 
the Candidates for the Gallows. 


During the present term of Criminal Court 
that tribunal has disposed of more murder 
cases than were ever before docketed there 
for a single session. Since the first of the 
year nine of the red-handed criminals have 
had justice meted out tothem. The departures 
of former inmates of Murderers’ Row for the 
penitentiary and points further north has 
rendered a new directory to that habitation 
necessary. Appended are the names, 
crimes, dates and histories of the cases 
and present condition of their cases. 

NO. 1. 

Charles F. Kring, whose farewell perform- 
arce in this country, previous to his departure 
to the other shore, has been repeatedly an- 
nounced, is still the father of the jail. The 
murder for which Kring is now in jail was 
committed on the night of January 4, 1875, on 
which he shot and killed Mrs. Dora C. Broem- 
ser at Fourteenth and Mullanphy streets. His 
first trial was commenced December 20, 1875, 
and resulted in a verdict ot guilty of murder in 
the first degree. This judgment was reversed 
by the Supreme Court, for the reason that the 
defendant had been shackled during the pro- 


gress of the trial. The second was commene- 
ed May 21, 1878, but a juror becoming ill, a 
new trial resulted. On the third trial, January 
2+,1879, the jury disagreed and were discharged. 
ln November, 1879, he pleaded guilty to mur- 
derin the second degree and wus sentenced 
to twenty-five years in the pen. He moved 
to be allowed to withdraw his plea, which, he 
said, nad been entered on an agreement tora 
ten years’ sentence. This was refused, buton 
an appeal it was decided that he shouid have 
been allowed to withdraw it. When he was 
again arraigned he refused to withdraw his 
plea to second degree or the plea to first, and 
a piea of not guilty to first degree was entered 
forhim. He went to trial December 20, 1880, 
when he secured a jury from the country, 
which he challenged, and then secured Judge 
Burckhardt, betore whom he was convictd 
May 10, 1880, appealing bis case unsuceessfuliv 
to the Supreme Court. He was sentenced 
to be hanged next Friday, but obtained 
a stay from Justice Miller, of the United States 
Supreme Oourt, betore which tribunal the 
case will becalled next October to consider 
constitutional points. 
NO, 2. 

Oharles Phillips is now aninmate of the jail 
awaiting an indictment for the murder of 
Joseph Buehler,a furniture car driver at Bam- 
berger’s Grove, August 9, 1580. He was tried 
a week ago and discharged, as the proof 
showew Buehler was killed by being run over 
while the indictment charged death was the 
result of blows. Phillips was not arrested 
until August 14, 1581, and has had but one 
trial. The homicide for which he will goto 
trial was committed while the deceased was 
attempting to collect fare trom a crowd of 
picnickers. . 

Edward G. Rickard, who killed Lena Wilson 
at 713 Chestnut streeton Thanksgiving eve, 
ic80, was sent to jail November 2, 1880, to 
await a trialin the Criminal Court, which he 
had, resulting in a verdict of weuilty. He is 
now awaiting a new trial, which wis granted. 

NOS. 4AND 5. 

Arthur and Emil Rosey, two young mechan- 
ics, were committed to jail Murch 2, 188], on 
a charge of killing Patrick Scanlon, a drunken 
man, one night at Twelfth and Franklin ave- 
nue, byastabin theabdomen. The brothers 
obtained a severance. Archie was convicted 
of murder inthe second degree. Emil has 
not yet had atrial. Arthur has made a mo- 
tion for a new trial.

His conduct has convinced the 
ail guards and all who know him that he is 
end entitled tothe insanity plea, which his 
attorneys will enter when the case is called.

Kitty Muleany, who confesses the killing of 
Fred. Donkin at the Second fresbyterian 
Church last December, isin jail on a warrant 
and awaiting an indictment from the grand 
jury. There is not sufficient testimony to con- 
vict Kitty in court, and herchunces for liberty 
in the near future are good. 

NOS. 13 AND l4,. 

Russell Brown and Pat McGlew, charged 
with the murder of Mrs. Gen. George Dorriss, 
are the latest accessions to the white popuia- 
tien of Murderers’ Row, having been admitted 
on the firstof the present mouth. Their cases 
will not come up before the next term of the 
Criminal Court.

Of the colored residents of the row Mat 
Lewis is the first settler. He was committed 
to jail September 13, 1877, for the murder of 
his wite, ac 813 Market street, in the same 
place that Ward killed Annie Lewis two years 
later.

These two gentlcomen keep up the oftice of the 
Comptroiler in the Court-hbouse, ana the fact 
that they spend the greater part of their time 
on the streets really wakes no differtn eto the 
public, as nobody, vy any stretch of i nsgin 
ation, could have any businessin ther ollice. 
lt would probably puzz'e Mr. Alex. Miller. the 
head clerk in the City Hallend ot the Comp 
trolier’s office, a8 much as it puzzles his 
friends to tell what he g¢ts $'25 a month for 

In the Auditor's oflice Mr. Ruausser, the 
deputy, does all the work and Gen, A.J. Smith 
puts on mostof the style.

The Great Tragedian Interviewed 
Yesterday.

His Plarvs for the Next Three or Four 
Years—His Increasing Geniality.

Edwin Rooth, the tragedian, lay stretched 
upon asota in his pariors at the Southern 
Hotel yesterdiy afternoon, with, a he ex- 
pressed it, ‘‘a raging headache.’’ His ex 
haustive efforts during each evening of last 
week, added to the double performance 
of Saturday, bad well nigh prostrated 
him, but the attendiug physician 
declared thatan evening of rest and sleep 
would act as a complete restorative. To the 
repertorial visitor Mr. Booth looked the per- 
sonification of health and grace. Wrapped in 
a beautiful dressing gown he reclined at full 
length, the right hand resting under his head 
and the feet encased in siippers. 

HIS CLEAN-SHAVEN, PRIESTLY FACE 
seemed as travical and full of solemnity as if

‘*Well, after that comes the realization of a 
long-cherished ampbition—a tour of Germany, 
witha first class German company, myself 
appearing in Englisi inthe leading roles. This 
idea has beenratherahobdby ot mine forseveral 
vears,and I think the time is ripe for its fuifill- 
menut. Salvini and Rossi in these methods 
were well received and scored considerable 
success. But youn observe that my future 
plans are tolerably well defined, and I am 
neither going to build or buy atheater or be 
in this country next season,according to pres- 
ent advices.’’ 

In the rotunda of the hotel the reporter con- 
fronted Mr. Edwards, the business manager 
of Mr. Booth and Mr. Abbey, and inquired if 
the tragedian was not in unusuaily good health 
and spirits. 

‘*Yes, indeed,’’ he replied, ‘‘and you would 
be astonished: at the amount of interest he 
shows in the welfare of the company. Mr, 
Rootr has a special car in which he travels, 
‘ysut often he inquires, ‘Are vour ladies com- 
fortably fixed?’ and ‘Are your gentlemen en- 
tirely satisfied?’ And when we were nearing 
Galveston Ll suggested that it would be pleas- 
apt for our party to visit the beach. 

INSTANTLY HE REPLIED, 

with a stmuie, ‘By nil means. Get 
some hacks and a band of music, 
and we’ll haveapicnic.

A few months ago Coal Oil In- 
spector McEntire found some 0Darrels of 
oil branded 150 proof, which on reinspection 
were found to be only 110 proof. This discovery 


resulted in the institution of a criminal prose - 
cution aguinst President Parsons, of the Par- 
sons Oil Company, and Oliver Harris, the 
foreman. The defendants were convicted of 
this offense and a motion for a new trial over- 
ruled. They took’ an appeal, which was 
granted on last Saturday. Since the first 
prosecution Mr. McEntire discovered at 
Fink & Nasse’s, the grocers, -everal Dar- 
reis of oil branded 175 proof. On :eference to 
his books he found that on the uxte of the 
brand he had not inspected any oil of that 
quality, and when tola that it was purchased 
fromthe Parsons Oil Company, he instituted 
ancther criminal prosecution, charging them 
with having ollinspected and after receiving 
the brand, emptying the inspected 
oil into another barre) and filling the 
branded vessel with an inferior quality of oil. 

The case was called inthe Court of Criminal 
Correction, but Judge Cady did not allow the 
matter to go to the jury, as he said there was 
no evidence as tothe work. In one case the 
In*pector held the brand had been changed, 
“uM iin the other an inferior quality of oil filled 
instead of that inspected. At some one’s 
solicitation the grandjury began an investi- 
gation to iaquireintothe charge of oppres 

sion in office, of whichthe oi] mén accused 
Inspector McEntire. With this object in view 
Mr. McEntire could not be examined person- 
ally. and Mr. Benj. R. Davenport, who acted 
as the State’s attorney, was called before the 
body. Herelated to them the stery of the 
prosecutions as given above and expressed 
his conviction thatthe cuses were based on 
good yvrounds, ana in his opinion every 
case should have gone to the jury. Other wit- 
nesses were examined presenting the other 
side of the que-tion. Mr. Davenport was called 
on to-day, butclaimed exemption from an- 
swering any question on the ground that he 
had appearea betore the jury, and also for 
other reusons he would not express himself 
one way orthe other. After hearing the facts 
inthe case the grand jury decided to incor- 
porate the matter 1n their final report to the 
Criminal Court. The members came to the 
conclusion that any action on the 
part of the Coal-Oil Inspector in 
the matter was done in pursuance of his oath, 
and that he was instizated by no other motive 
than to discharge his official duties. The de- 
fendants in the Court of Criminal Correction 
presented a different case, bur failed to show 
any incorrect movement on theinepectors part. 
The decision in the case in the Court of Crim- 
inal Correction has annoyed the Inspector, 
who hoped to make a case before ajury if the 
Judge would consent to give full instructions 
as to circumstantial evidence and allow the 
evidence to go betore the twelve men sitting 
in judgment on the case.
